Crippled John Tobin Admits Crime; 
Was Angered at Speech. 


John W. La Vine, state organizer! for the 
Cigarmakers’ union Mauuen candidate 
for election to the presidency of the Chicago 


Federation of Laber at the last election, was | 
perhaps fatally ehet in the abdomen lag | 


night follewing a stormy meeting of Cigar- 
makers’ union, local 14, at Bricklayers’ hell, 
West Monroe and Peoria streets. , 

His assailant was John T. Tobin, a crippled 
cigarmaker, whe objected to La Vine's criti- 
cisma of the loan system of the union. The 
shooting occurred in West Medison street, 
one square away from the hall. 

Tobin was captured by the police. 


. | Opposed Fund far Tobin. 


The system of the union by which money 


ie loaned: to needy members was the point 
which brought about the shooting. Tobin, 
who is 45 years of age, has been a beneficiary 
of thie system for some time. It is declared 
that like other members of the union, he has 
been given money whenever he said he needed 
it. 

“Al the union meeting La Vine, who is popu- 
lar, and, on account of his great sige, has 
Been called “Jack Falstaff’ La Vine, made 
a speech opposing the system. He declared it 
was unbusinesslike and detrimental to the 
union 


Tobin Sits in Rear of Hall. 

Several hundred members of the cigarmak- 
ers’ union attended the meeting. When 
La Vine opposed the action of the majority 
of. the members in arranging for a collec- 
tion for the benefit of Tobin the latter, his 
erutchea under his arm, occupied a chair at 
the extreme rear of the hall and listened 
‘attentively. It is said he has not been work- 
ing regularly at his trade. 

Frequently during his address La Vine 
was interrupted—sometimes by cheers and 
sometimes. by hisses. He was known by all 
to be man whoee opinion had greatrweight 
with the members and ‘his negative views 
were supposed to down the project. He ex- 


plained at length how the practice was a | 


bad one, leading perhaps to indolence and 
dependence. and to hardships upon the work- 
ing members. 


Gripple Slips Away. 

The meeting adjourned goon after 9 o'clock. 
Before that time, however, Tobin was seen 
to leave the hall, hobbling away on his 
crutches, but no dne paid particular at ten- 
tion to him, all thinking he left early in order 
to avoid the crush of the crowd on the steir- 
way, 

On departing from the hall, as later events 
proved, the cripple went to, Madison and 
Peorta streets, and lay in wait for La Vine.

Many persons were walking along the 
street when the shooting occurred, and pas- 
sengere of West Madison street cable trains

from Lavine when he was shot fainted and 
fell to the sidewalk. She was attended in a 
drug storé at West Madison and Sangamon 
streets. 

At the Jefferson Park hospital little or no 
hope was held aut for La Vine's recovery. 
The police were notified of his condition, and 
Tobin was carried to the hospital in a patrol 
Wagon. 


La Vine recognized him and accused hin. | 
Tobin, facing his victim, admitted hie guilt, | 


Dr. Melville C. Korb declared at 1 a. m. 
that death seemed certain. 

„He may survive a week,” said Dr. Korb, 
“or death may oceequr-at-any time. I have 
advised his wife and gon to remgin at his 
bedside.“ 


La Vine a Union. Pioneer. 

La Vine, who is one of the pioneers of the 
local labor movement, learned his trade as a 
cigarmaker under his father, whe was one of 
the founders of the Cigarmakers’ Interna- 


tonal Union of Americe. 


It was as a delegate ta represent the Trade 
and Labor assembly in St. Louls in 1888 that 
La Vine proposed that one trade at a time 
should endeavor to get the eight hour day. 


In 1895 he was elected to represent the Anti- 
Conviet Labor league at Springfield in behalt 


of prison labor legislation. 

La Vine has assisted in organizing many 
unions, and was business agent of his own 
organization for many years. He is ane. of 


the most active members of the Chicago Fed- 


eration of Labor.

The calmness and cou shown by King 
Alfonso and Queen Victoria has won for 
them the profound admiration of the whole 
Spanish people.

This unexpected sight caused tremendous 
enthusiasm among the srowds.. The king 
and queen appeared to be calm and undis- 
turbed.

This long time was agreed upon does to give 
the railroad companies ample opportunity 
to dispose of all their present holdings in 
coal, iron, and other industrial enterprises 
along the line of their roads. The Elkins: 
amendment having been left about as it is. 
makes it still worse for the Standard Oil 
company.

There was a great fight made in regard to 
the composition of the interstate commerce 
commission. The president and most of the 
friends of railroad rate reform have insisted 
from the outset that the law should provide 
for a commission so constituted in regard to 
membership that it would command the re- 
spect of the public and of the railroads them- 
selves. 
tribunal in the long run must depend for its 
best work on its Moral effect. 

Railroad senators and others have belitr.ed 
the interstate commerce commission from 
the start. The house provided for a commis- 
sion of seven members, serving for terms of 
seven years each, and with a salary of $10,000 
and necessary traveling expenses. The sen- 
ate . fully and intentionally cut dut Liles 
paragraph, thus leaving the law as it is at 
present, and providing for a commission of 


$7,500. 

The result of this would be of course in the 
long run to get lower grade members, be- 
cause really good men cannot afford to work 
nowadays for low salaries. The hoube has 
stood out for its original paragraph and the 
senate conferees have yielded on this, so the 
commission will be made up of seven men 
serving terms of seven years with a salary of 
$10,000. This will give the president two new 
places to fill and the chances are one of the 
new appointees will be James Harlan of Chi- 
cago. 

“Fairly Remunerative” Cut Out. 

One of the features of the Allison amend- 
ment which was agreed upon between the 
president and railroad senators was that the 
words fairly remunerative used by the 
house bill as a part of the description of the 
rate to be prescribed by the commission, 
should go out, and the words in its judg- 
ment, as used in describing the manner in 
which the commission was to reach its de- 
cision; should stay in. The Allison amend- 
ment was adopted when the senate sat in 

committee of the whole, and the compromise 
agreement faithfully was observed by the 
railroad senators. But the last day they 
broke faith completely and knocked ou 
the words in its judgment.“ Senator Ali 
son, Speaker Dolliver, and many of the bes 
friends ‘of the rate bill believe the word 
in its judgment,“ while not indispensabi; 
were immensely important, Because the 
conferred wise discretion upon the commis 
sion in reaching its decisions. The confer- 
ence agreed to let these words go out of the 
bill, as well as the werds fairly remunera- 
tive.“

Not in years has there come to the 
membership of the house such sudden gloomy 
as came with the going out of Mr. Adams. 

When the house convened there was an 
especially large membership present and 
when the/chaplain referred to the death of 
the late congressman members were visibly 
affected. 

Then came a scene that has never had its 
parallel in the house. The Speaker rose 
and asked that the house indulge him while 
he read a letter fram the dead, the letter 
he received while the life of Robert Adams 
Was passing away. A silence fell on the 
house that but yé terday was surcharged with 
animation. 

Following the 2 of the letter Mr. 
Morrell [Pa.] presented a resolution direct- 
ing the sergeant-at-arms to make thé neces, 
gary arrangements for the funeral. 

Robert Adams was one of the most popular 
representatives in congress. His position 
as ranking member of the majority after the 
chairman on the house committee on foreign 
affairs, owing to the ill health of Mr. Hitt, 
made it necessary for him largely to direct 
the business of that important committee. 
He was always a consistent republican of 
the stalWart type. He was born in Phila- 
delphia on Feb. 26, 1840, aed graduated at the 
University of Pennsylvania twenty years 
later.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT ON ALERT 


Official Inquiry Is Started Concerning 
the.Meat Inspection System 
in This Country. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

LONDON, June 1.—An official of the l 
government board said today: 

„American meat inepection is good on pa- 
per, but it is obvious the meat is hastily in- 
spected and no subsequent inspection is made 
after it is prepared for canning. It is im- 
possible to make efficient inspection of gan- 
ned meat arriving in Great Britain and its 
importation cannot be prohibited.“ 

The government is making inquiries, re- 
garding the Inspection system in the United 
States and awaiting developments. 

More Meat Agitation in Germany. 

BERLIN, June 1.—The meat packing reve- 
lations give the meat interests of Germany 
powerful arguments in support of their pe- 
tition to the government not to modify: the 
meat tariffs and regulations in the eventofa 
commercial treaty being negotiated with the 
United States. So far as the public is ¢on- 
cerned ordinary potted meats already are 
excluded.

Fifteen years have passed since the death 
of Sir Richard Burton, and twelve since the 
publication of his biography by Lady Burton. 
As every one knows who 
was as full of faults as a fruit cake of cur- 
rants. Lady Birton had but one object in 
writing it. which was to detend her husband 
from his enemies, some of thems imaginary. 
To write this book was her one object in life, 
and she kept alive just long enough to. ac- 
ecomplish it. 
task? Shall lI live to tell the world how great 
and noble a man my husband was, and to 
refute the calumnies that his enemies have 
#o industriously circulated?” were the ques- 
tions constantly on her lips. As Mr. Wright 
truly says, her biography | ‘of Burton is little 
better than a huge k filled with 
newspaper cuttings and eitations from Sir 
Richard's and other books, hurriedly select- 
ed, and even more hurriediy pieced together. 
It is filled with. inaccuracies, some there 
through carelessnes, others with intention. 
Mr. Wright has written in a better spirit. He 
is 4 great admirer of Burton, but he is a 
greater admirer of truth;/and it is the truth 
that he gives us in these volumes. The work 
is written on the same pee as his life of Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald, and he is careful to give 
chapter and verse for all his statements. 
With all his fadite, he describes Burton as 
“ one of the greatest, noblest, and most fear- 
less of Englishmen”; also one who, without 
making much profession of doing so, really 
loved his fellow-men, and who, despite his in- 
ability to put himself In line with religionists, 
fought steadily on the side of righteousness.” 


The amount of absolutely new information 
in this book is great; so is the number of new 
anecdotes in regard to Burton, many of them 
extremely piquant and amusing. The state- 
ment, however, that ie the most sensational 
in the book is concerning the translation of 
“The Arabian Nights.” After much re- 
luctance, Mr. John Payne gave the facts of 
the case to Mr. Wright. It took the utmost 
persuasion on his part to convince Mr. Payne 
that yee public had been unjust to him simply 
because nobody hitherto had set himself the 
great task of comparing the two translations. 
and because the true history of the case never 
had been laid before them; and he argued 
that Mr. Payne owed it both to the public and 
to himself to lay bare the whole story. And

Burton’p exalted position, 
however, as ethnologist and anthropologist, 
ie unassailable. He was the greatest linguist 
and traveler that England ever produced. 
And four thrones surely are enough for any 
man. I must mention that Mr. Payne gave me 
an absolutely free hand—any, more than that, 
having placed all the documents before me, 
he said—and thie he repeated again and 
again—* Wherever there is any doubt, give 
Burton the benefit of it and I have done so.” 
Not only does Mr. Wright tell us that Bur- 
ton copied bodily from Payne’s translation

Once when Burton was present at some 
guthering, a missionary caused a shudder to 
rut through the company by saying that he 
‘had had the dreadful experience of being 
present at a cannibal feast.

After he had finished, Burton, who had

The rest ot the company were aghast, could 
scarcely, indeed, believe their ears, and one 
of them, as soon as he had recovered from 
the shock, was seen scribbling like mad on a 
menu card.
